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TE hospital stewards of the Army have got quite 
a shaking up this week in the matter ot changes of 
stations, as will be seen by the orders given under 
the head of Medical Department. 








THE manuscript of the Army Register for 1889 has 
been compiled and transmitted to the Public Prin- 
ter. Little progress has been made with the Navy 
Register, and tbe usual delay in its appearance may 
therefore be expected. 








THE chiefs of bureaux in the Navy Department 
are at work preparing their annual reports. Secre- 
tary Whitney bas issued an order that they must 
be in by November 1, in order that he may begin 
the preparation of his report for transmission to 
the President. 








RECRUITING for the Army is likely to be actively 
prosecuted this winter, for we note that in addition 
to the permanent rendezvous, branch rendezvous are 
to be established at Troy, N. Y., Charlestown, 
Mass., Dayton, O., Erie, Pa., Toledo, O., Louisville, 
Ky., Brooklyn, N. Y., and Minneapolis, Minn. 








A LONDON coriespondent referring to a recent in- 
vention whereby wires can be laid along the front 
of fortifications either in the nature of entangle 
ments or just below the surface, so that when a 
cireuit is completed at night by the pressure of an 
advancing force machine guns trained upon the 
approaches would be automatically discharged, 
says: ‘* The difficulty of this scheme, like the moral 
of Captain Cuttle’s stories, lies in the application of 
it. It would need the greatest care and that con- 
stantly te keep the circuits intact, and so to isolate 
one section from another that exit, when required, 
would be as possible as entrance would be im- 
possible.” 








- Two important Army cases will be acted upon by 
the U. S. Supreme Court during its present session. 
These are the case of Capt. M. F. Watson, which 
involves the claim for cadet service pay of the older 
officers of the Army who were not benefited by the 
Morton decision, and that of E. G. Marshall, which 
raises the question of the right of colonels of the 
Army to the full 40 per cent. allowed to other offi- 
cers. The latter case stands No. 50 on the court 
docket, and will be reached in its regular order 
Within the next two weeks. Last fall, as it will be 
remembered, the Supreme Court affirmed the decis- 
ion of the Court’of Claims dismissing the claim, 
but subsequently entertained a motion for a rehear- 
ing. This action the counsel regards as prophesying 
& favorable decision when the case comes up again 
for final action. The Watson case is too far down 
on the Jist to be reached in its regular order during 


‘the present session, but the counsel having it in 


charge are confident that they will be able to have 
it submitted in brief and decided during the winter. 








THE settlement of the claims under the Mullan, 
Baker and Strong decisions, appropriation for which 
is contained m the last deficiency bill, was com- 
menced this week. A requisition was drawn Oct, 
23 by the Navy Department in favor‘of. Pay Direc- 


‘tor G. E. Thornton, Navy Pay Agent at’ Washing- 


ton, for $146,196.28, being the first instalment of 
the batch to be paid. There are nearly 1,000 claims 
in all, of which 90 per cent. will be disbursed 
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through Pay Director Thornton. The remainder, 
which are cases in which heirs are interested, will 
be settled by the Navy Department direct. The 
total appropriation contained iv the bill tor the pay- 
ment of the class of claims mentioned is $566,000. 
Provision 1s made for all claims certified to Congress 
prior to Sept. 20, except those of Chief Engineers 
David Smith and E. P. Phillippi, which were left 
out of the list through some clerival error. Several 
hundred additional claims have been allowed since 
the date mentioned, but they will have to be certi- 
fied to the next session and appropriated for before 
they can be paid. ° 








THE Board on the revision of tactics is well ad- 
vanced with the important task, but there is still 
much to be done before the Army will be 
able to put to practical use the result of its labors. 
All of the members are thoroughly interested in the 
work and every effort has been made to carry out 
the wishes of the late General of the Army and of 
the Secretary of War to have a thorough revision 
made as speedily as possible. The Board has made 
haste slowly but its work has been most thorough 
and those who have visited the board room from 
day to day since its organization can vouch for the 
fact that no time has been wasted. Consideration 
of all tne'sets of tactics and proposed revisions sub- 
mitted by individuals and of foreign tactics was 
completed weeks ago and the members of the Board 
representing the three branches have made consid- 
erable progress toward the formulation of complete 
new tactics. Indeed, the artillery officers have 
about completed their labors, as far as the pew tac- 
ties for the artillery arm are concerned. The fact 
that they were able to adapt the School of the Sol- 
dier, prepared for the infantry and cavalry, materi- 
ally lessened their work. Late editions of foreign 
tactics have just reached the Board and are now 
being-carefully scrutinized for any new points that 
may be of service. The system prepared by Cap- 
taiz S. A. Day, 5th Artiierly, has also lately been 
received. 








GENERAL Sir-D. Lyons, British Army, in a re- 
cent letter on the subject of rations states that the 
pay is actually two cents a day less than it was, 
but the barracks and the food have vastly im- 
proved, and owing to the abolition of stoppage for 
bread and meat Tommy Atkins has more to spend 
than he had 50 years ago. He has a good dinner 
every day, but there is a difficulty about the even- 
ing meal, the men objecting to be kept in barracks 
till it is neady, or to return to barracks when it is 
ready. What they want is something like a good 
basin of soup ready when they choose to call for it, 
between 6and 9 at night. Sir Daniel suggests that 
as they can get smacks of dainties at their canteens 
very cheaply they should have a small addition to 
their pay as “‘suppet money.” Toe idea is a good 
one, and while in our own Army, even under the 
monthly system of payment, the soldier is often 
tempted to exclaim; ‘‘Itis a long time between 
drinks,” he has just as much reason to 
say “it is a ‘long time between meals.” 
It may seem strange to many that a soldier 
who tias three meals a day should ever be 
hungry, but a barrack-room experience would soon 
démonstrate that’ when he is “flush” his appetite 
is‘no bother whatever, but when the tide is low— 
and it is gerierally low—it is the main thing which 
does trouble him. He.can, if} he chooses, get his 
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mind fed at the post. school but, assuredly, he will 
be a more contented soldier if he can get his sto- 
mach well filled at the company kitchen, and that 
at a time of the day when he is most apt to be re- 
minded of his appetite, namely, just about bed 
time. 








THE London World discusses the question whether 
or not a private soldier should be obliged to salute 
an officer when the latter is in plain clothes, and 
says: ‘* He should not, for the obvious reason that 
the officer, when he puts on mufti, lays aside for 
the time his military attributes, and disguises him- 
self as a civilian. He does so to suit himself; and 
it is quite unreasonable that the soldier, who is 
himself prohibited from the assumption of a eivilian 
disguise, should be compelled to be on the alert to! 
recognize and identify persons who have for the 
tame obliterated their military status.” Incidentally 
the following anecdote is related : 


Some twenty years ago bluff Harry Oakes commanded 
the 12th Lancers. A young officer complaiued that while ia 
plain clotnes a certain soldier bad notsaluted him. The sol~ 
dier’s excuse was that he had not recognized the o 
“T'll take care you can’t make that excuse in future,” 
quoth Col. Oakes. “Mr. ——, you will walk up and down 
the barrack square ip plain clothes until Private —— 1s sa 
isfied that he will know you again. The private gave Toe 
officer a benefit of about bal: an hour, and ali be couceded 
then was bis ability to recognize the former in the suit he 
then wore. “If you are net satisfied,” said the Colonel, 

“you wiil appear in the square for ten minutes ip each 
civilian suit you owp, and whevever you .et a new suit you 
will do tbe same, and let Private —— snow.” The youog 
officer never complaioed again of not getting what he con- 
sidered bis proper due iu the matter of saiutes. 








A WASUINGTON despatch announces that the 
negotiations between the Sioux and the Govern- 
ment are at an end, and it is more than likely 
that Congress at its next session will amend the 
Sioux act so as to provide for the opening of the 
great reservation without any further attempt to 
gain the consent of the Ludians, The increasing de- 
mand of the West for more land for settlers, and 
the fact that the Sioux can make no progrets with- 
out the reduction of their reservation has convinced 
the autburities that public policy demands that no 
further attention should be paid to the treaties 
under which the ludians are constantly falling be- 
hiod in their efforts to prevent the wiping out of 
their tribal relations. It is believed that the demand 
for more money for this land is simply an excuse 
urged by the older Indians to prevent progress, and 
that if the increase were granted it would be fol- 
lowed by a demand for more. The case is cited of 
the Osages, the wealthiest Indians in the United 
Stutes. They have, in addition to the possession of 
plenty of lauds for their support and for farming 
purposes, a fund iv the United States Treasury 
the interest of which is sufficient to give every 
family of five pereons $800 per year. The result of 
this wealth is the Lotal stoppage of the civilization 
of the Osages. They donot work tbemselves, but 
hire white men to work their lands, and still cling 
to their tribal relations and refuse to take land in 
severalty. The same difficulty is experienced with 
other Indians baving sufficient money to buy them 
food and clothing. 








ALTHOUGH the Academic year at the Naval Aca- 
demy has just commenced, the Navy Department is 
daily in receipt of communications from all parts 
of the country asking wheov there will be vacancies 
ahd if Secretary Whitney will have the appoint- 
ment of any young men. No vacancies can pow be 
filed—even if any exist. The semi aovuual exam- 
ination of the cadets will take place iu January, 
Should any of the cadets be then found deficient 
they will be dropped, unless the Academic Board’ 
recommend otherwise. Their places will be filled 
by the Represeutatives elect of the next Congress 
after March 5. ‘Lhe Secretary of the Navy will not 
have the appointing of any cadets unless some Re- 
presentative fails to nominate a candidate by July 
1 next, fully eight months away.

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To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


I oBSERVE that among your answers to corres- 
pondents in your issue of Oct. 6 you inform “G. 8.” 
that if, after bis desertion in 1884, he was restored to 
duty without trial and without condition in 1885, his 
detention in the Army since the exprration of his 
term of enlistment in 1886 to compel him to make 
good his lost time, 1s illegal, and that he has been 
held to service for two years past “ without legal 
warrant.” And you added: ‘A deserter must make 
up his lost time, but he must be proved to be such 
deserter before a Court-martial! ”’ 

if my memory does not play me false, the Bureau 
of Military Justice has given an opinion ro the con- 
trary of this. But no reasoning of the Judge Advocate 
General can easily convince me that your position 1s 
erroneous; and i feel confident that should “G. 8.” 
bring an action for damages for illegal detenticn, 
the opinion of the Bureau would be weverturned by 
the first U. S. Court before wnich the question should 
be discussed. Why, sir, in some regiments they even 
compel absentees without leave (not convicted, but 
charged as such wnly’, to make good the time of ab 
sence, in defiance of the express language of the 
Regulations. This is scandalous; but to my 
mind not a whit more so than charging a 
soldier with desertion, restoring him to duty 
unconditionally without atrial to establish bis guilt, 
and then leaving it to bis colonel, his captain 
or bis adjutant to determine from the rec- 
ords how loug he shall continue to serve. A soldier 
under this practice may have been arrested by the 
civil autborities, and imprisoned for a year or more, 
awaiting trial, though innocent of any offence. His 
regimental books record him as a deserter; for it 
muy easily happen that his actual whereabouts re- 
mains unknown; and on bis voluntary return he iz 
complimented with a restoration to duty without 
trial and without conditions; but he must muke up 
his lost time all the same, or if not, his exemption 
rests upob the recommendation of bis colonel. 

This is all utterly and dangerously wrong. L do 
not know what is the nature of the argument by 
which the B. M. J. bas persuaded itself into a con- 
trary view; but | am sure it can scarcely be sound, 
and will someday be reversed. It should, as formerly 
was tbe practice with -juestions of no greater im- 
portance than this, have veen referred by the Secre- 
tary of War for the opivion of the Attorney-General 
of the U. S., and what would have beeu his decision? 
T refer you for answer to Vol. XV., 162, where Attor- 
ney-General [aft uses the following language: 

The sections ivst cited iikewise provide that a Ceserter 
shall “in addition to the penalties mentioned in the Rules 
aod es of War, be liable to serve tor and duriug such 
a period as shall, with the time be may have served previous 
to his desertion, amount to the full term of his enlistment.” 
And the same provision is embodied in the 48th Art. of War, 
with the exception of the words ‘in addition to the penal- 
ties men ned in the Rules and Articles ot war.” This pro- 
vision, however, isto be construed along with the other 
peoal provisions relating to the offence of desertion, all of 
which contemplate a trial and conviction betore the ioflic. 
tion of the penaity. It comesinto play unly after a conviction. 

. + That provision is the only one falling under wy notice 
which imposes a liability =e the deserter to perform ser- 
vice beyond the terms of bis enlistment; and enough has 
been said to show that it does not, bu its own force simply, 
prvlong the term of servic2 originally contracted. . . 

Turn now tothe work on Military Law, by Col. 
Winthrop, now professor of law at the Military 
Academy; a work, for which (with the exception of 
some upaccountabe vagaries on the question of the 
meaning of the 103d Article of War, in which be 
converts the p'ain word “absented”’ with ‘‘expatri- 
ated,” which Congress would have said ifit had so 
meant), ecarce anything in praise of its accuracy, 
learning and utility can be said too forcibly. Win- 
Jo yp Raed ae under the beading of ‘The Liability 
of the Deserter to Complete His Contract. When 
1t Takes Effect.” 

That this liability becomes operative only upon a convic- 
tion of the deserter, may now be considered as settled. The 
indication expressed in the earlier form of the statute, “in 
addition to the penalties,” etc., though,now omitted, is, it 
is believed, to te considered ag still understooa; the same 
construction beipg according!y given to the (48th) Article, as 
is givep to the provision, in which is expressed a similar in- 
dication of the statute depriving deserters of the rizht of 
citizenship, which has been uniformly interpreted as taking 
effect only upon a conviction by Court-martial. < 

A similar understanding of the law 1s conveyed by 
par. 220 of the present Army Regulations, which di- 
rects that enlisted men ubsenting themselves with- 
out authority “shall, wpon conviction by Court-mar- 
tial, make good the time lost by such absence.”’ 

“The conviction, to authorize the enforcement of the lia- 
bility, must, of course, be approved. Disapproved. all jia- 
bility on accuunt of the alleged desertion is putan end to.” 

A maz restored to duty without trial, on condi- 
tion he makes good the time lost by his desertion, 
may legally be compelied, provided he accepts the 
conditional pardon, to serve out his full term. He 
has a right, too, to reject the condition and demand 
atrial. And I hold tbat avoldier, whois recorded 
on the company books as a deserter, and who on his 
return to his command, is, by proper authority, re- 
stored to duty untried, by an order in which nothing 
1s said of any condition whatever, is not in the eyes 
of the lawa deserter at all, but one whose inno- 
cence stands unimpeached, because he is not proven 
guilty before a court of justice.

ROOSEVELT’S NAVAL WAR, 1812. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


I am obliged by the courtesy of your memoran- 
dum upoe wy inquiry of Sept. 5; also to Mr. Chevers 
for his letter. But I think there isa mistake some- 
where about the size of the Macedonian and other 
British “38-gun frigates.’"" Emwons’ History I have 
had for some years, also Fenimore Cooper's, and 
I have read Lossing’s and others. The Macedonian 
built iv 1836 wasa quite different vessel to the Mace- 
donian captured in 1812, and 1 am anxious to know 
the dimensivns of the latter vessel. When taken 
into New York she was no doubt measured and sur- 
veyed by American officials and valued for reward 
of captors. A formal report would be made to 
Washiveton. According to the extensive collection 
of naval models belonging to the British Adwiralty, 
several hundreds of which (accurately made toscale, 
and running through a period of 300 years) are to 
this day remaining on view at the great galleries of 
Greeuwich College. Scarce any frigate of 38 guns 
was ever built by the English up to the year 1815 of 
a size exceeding 1,100 tons. Nor did the French 
usually go much beyond that size. Au American 
writer, sending an article on “* Naval Architecture” 
to the Army and Navy Chronicle, Washington, of 
February, 1840, with the signature of C. N., says: 
“The largest frigates at this time [1812] in the Brit- 
ish Navy, rating 38 guns, but mounting 46 were 
about 154 feet between perpendiculars and 39. feet 
beam.” This again would give under 1,100 tons and 
not over 1,300, as stated by Roosevelt.

THE MACEDONIAN AND JAMESTOWN.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In your last istueI see your quotation from the 
Boston Dvily Advertiser. ‘here ure some inaccura- 
cies in this article, It is written as follows: “So the 
Boston Relief Committee took hold to expedite 
matters, and a month later the Macedonian was off, 
first bauling down a flag made by the ladies of Bos- 
ton which it was stipulated that she should carry 
and which bad been carried by the Jamestown.” 

It is unjust to Commodore DeKay to say that he 
broke his engagement to carry the flag on_his 
bumane mission. The flag was to be carried at Cork 
and not at the commencement of ber voyage. In 
the letter to the Advertiser above alluded to there is 
a mistake whereit is said that )eKay procured a 
graut from Congress of scme $24,000 to pay part of 
bis expenses. An exemination of the congressional 
records shows that he procured only $16,000 and that 
his widow (as I then believed) procured some $8,000 
more. Tbe fact is that Mrs. DeKay’s congressional 
friend, Mr. Dix, on Feb. 27, 1849, advocated an ap- 
propriation of $8,100 to her to pay the balance of 
the expenses incurrea in the voyage of the Mace- 
donian; but Congress refused todo so. | infer from 
this record that the expenses of that voyage cost 
Commodore DeKay about 24.100. 

I believe it to be true that he did baul down the 
flag carried by the Jamestown when be had delivered 
the cargo put on board at my instigation by the 
Boston Relief Committee, as he had a right to do, 
and not at New York. R. B. ForBEs. 


DEVELOPMENT OF QUICK FIRE. 


Lord ARMSTRONG On Sept. 28th spokeat a meeting 
of shareholders of Armstrong, Mitchel! and Uo. on 
the work done recently, especially dwelling on the 
development of quick fire, saying that the new Els- 
wick 6 in. and 4% iv. quick fire guns, weighing 5 
tons 15 cwt. and 2 tons 1 ecwt., perforate 15 in. and 
10°5 in. of wrought iron respectively, at the muzzle. 
Thay are mounted on spevial carriages, provided 
with shields, and fitted with special gear for hand- 
ling and simive. He said that in Admiralty trials 
last year the 4% in. gun fired ten rounds in 473¢ sec., 
while an ordimury breech-loading gun of tue same 
calibre took 5 min. 7 sec. to fire the same number of 
rounds. At Shoeburyness,a few weeks since, the 
power of these guns to pourin a rapid fire with ac- 
curacy, was exhibited by a targei 6 ft. square being 
bit five times running in 31 -ec. at 1,300 yards’ range. 
Lord Armstrong added that the Admiralty have 
adopted both these guns for the service. He dwelt 
on their value in resisting the attack of torpedo 
boats. 

Happily, a powder has now been made by the 
Chilworth Company which has so little smoke as to 
present little obstacle to the sighting of the gun. 
This powder, with a charge of about two-thirds the 
weight of the ordinary powder charge, gives a ve- 
locity of from 2,300 ft. to 2,400 ft., as compared with 
2,000 ft. due to the ordinary powder charge. Apply- 
ingthe advantages of such guns to the caze of pro- 
tected cruisers, creat results follow. Last mouth was 
launched for the [talian Government. a cruiser 
named the Piemont, which is a further improve- 
ment on the Esmeralda type; her displacement is 
ouly 2,500 tons, yet her speed is to be 21 kuots—or 24 
miles—per hour, and the coal capacity of her bun- 
kers issufficient to steam about 17,000 miles at ber 
most econemical speed witbout recoaling. Her of- 
fensive power is enormous. “In addition to a eom- 

lete torpedo equipment and full complement of 
Flotchisiss and Nordenfeidt guns, she carries an ar- 
mament of s:x 6-in. and six 45-10. guns of improved 
type; and she is capable of dischargwg against aD 
adversary io agiven time twice the weight of shot 
and shell that could be fired by the largest vessel 
pow ufloat, not excluding the leviathan batrle otips 
of five or six times ber size, which could ili with- 
stind the torrem: of sbell which the Piemonte could 
pour into the large unarmored portions of their 
structure.

ESTIMATES OF CLOTHING AND EQUIPAGR, 


G. O. 85, H. Q. A., Oot. 22, 1888. 


By direction of the Secretary of War paragraph 
2067 of the Regulations, as amended by G. O. 106, of 
1882, is further amended to read as follows: 


2067, Estimates of clothing and equipage, based on the 
organic *trength of the command and stating the quanti- 
ties and sizes of articles required, will be on Foi m No. 
48 by the commander of each company or separate detach - 
ment in the early part of each calendar year. Apy esti- 
mute for more than 10 per cent. in excess of the anoual 
eRowense must contain full explanation of the necessity 
therefor. 

Each company and detachment commander will forward 
one copy ef his estimate to the commanding officer of the 
post, who, after careful revision, shall cause the it quar- 
termaster to consolidate them, adding such articles as may 
be needed for post pu The quantity for each com- 
pany will be stated on a separate line,and from the total 
the actnal or probable amount on hand will be deducted. 
The company or detachment estimate will be retained in 
the office of the post quartermaster for the informationand 
guidance of the officers at the post. 

The post quartermaster will forward, through the regular 
channel, two copies of the consolidated post estimates to 
the chief quartermaster of the department, accompanied 
bv a certified statement sbowing the articles of clothing 
(specif ving sizes), equipage, and materials on hand at the 
post and in excess of the requirements of the service during 
the fiscal year for which the estimate is made. After re- 
vision of these estimates at department headquarters, the 
articles reported as surplus will be made use of in filliog the 
post estimates, articles supplied being noted on said esti- 
mates. Surplus articles that cannot be absorbed by issues 
willthen be immediately reportea to the Quartermester 
General, that they may be applied in filliog requisitions 
from «ther departweants, or ordered into the general depots 
of tbe Quartermaster's partment, where the facilities to 
preserve them are better than at posts. 

The articles due will be consolidated by posts after the 
quantities thus supplied bave been deducted, and one cop 
of the conosclidated depart ment estimate, with the pom - 
mates, as amended at department headquarters, will be for- 
warded through the proper chanocls so as to reach the 
Quartermaster General's Office in the first week in June. 

The consolidated department estimate should show only 
the actual quantities to be furnished to coe? port. 

if, at the time estimates are prepared, it known that 
troops are to change stetions, their estimate will not be in- 
cluded in the post or consoliaated estimates, but will be for- 
warded separately. The new station to which the supplies 
are to be sent should be distinctly given. 

Property once estimated for will not be included in future 
requisitions. If the supplies are not received as premouy 
as needed, attention will be called to their non-arrival, 

If, in the opipion of the department commander, the in- 
terests of the service will best be promoted by retaining the 
annual supplies ut the generat depots of the Quariermas- 
te:’s Department, such facta should be stated, and semi- 
anoual or quarterly estimates may subsequently be for- 
warded to the Quartermaster General. 

Sbould the quantity of clothing and equipage supplied 
upon the annual estimates prove inadequate, special requi- 
sition, giving reasons therefor in detail, should be made on 
Form No, 44%, and forwarded, through proper channels, to 
the Quarterwaster General, 

Officers of the recruiting service will forward quarterly 
estimates, made upon rm No. 44. to the superiatenacent 
of the recruiting service, who, after revision, will transmit 
them to the Quartermaster General. 

Clothing and equipage required by detachments of ord- 
nance, the Battation of Eogiaeers, and the Signal Service 
will be estimated for arnually. The estimates will be for- 
warded to the obiefs of the respective corps, who, after re- 
vision, will transmit them to the Quartermaster General.

lo the case of asoldier recently tried at Fort Assinni- 
boine, for Sueveaing of some of bis clothing, the reviewing 
authority, Gen. T. H. Ruger, says: The record was retu: 
to the court for reconsideration, partly for the reason that 
the sentence upon a finding of guilty under the I7:\h Articie 
ot War did not include a stoppage of pay, The court failed 
upon reconsideration, to modify the sentence in this respect 
upon grounds stuted as follows: 

“It was pot the intention of tbe court to make any stop- 
page of puy to reimburse the United States, for the reason, 
that the ar.icles found to bave been sold by the accused 
were clothing, the money value of which is always charged 
against a soldier, when it is issued to him aed deducted from 
bis jawtul clothing allowance. The only reimbursement 
due the United States, therefoie, is the cost of transporta- 
tion, which it would be impossible to ascertain.” 

The 17th Article of War, which is mandatory in its terms, 
assumes there is ascertainable loss when a soldier sells “ bis 
clothing,” and by tbe precise words, it assumes there is such 
a loss when he sells “ his argns,” and sally imposes upon 
Courts-martial, in one case as in the otber, the duty of fix- 
ing a stoppage sufficient to repair the loss; and it is not 
within the province of courts to nullify in part this artiele 
of waras would result were a:l courts to follow ta similar 
cases the practice adopteu in this case ; namely, the assump- 
tion that tLeorly loss is for freight paid, and which it is not 
practicable to ascertain. 

The ivteat expressed or implied in the article of war is the 
controlling elewent, and if by fair intendment of langua, 
such intent 1s, that the value of the articles of clothing so 
shall be stopped against the soldier, theu the tact that the 
clothing was charged against the svldier's allowance when 
issued bas no relevancy. That such is the intent ex 
by this article seems plain and is consistent with the ioter- 
pretation almost uuitormly given the article in such res; 
by Courts martial and reviewing authmity, and is also con- 
swtent with the legal rights of the soldier. 

The rigbt of asvidivr to the clothing furnished by the 
Government is, as implied in the Iith Article of War,a 
qualified right, subordinate to the obligation that it shall be 
used in the service of tbe veroment, whica provides it 
for that sole purpose. This restricted rigbt of the soldier is 
exemplified further by the pr visions of section 3748, Re- 

tatutes, which not only forbids the sale by the suidier 
of clothing provided him by the United States, but eu 
izes its seizure wherever found by any officer. civil or mili- 
tary, aod directs delivery thereof to a quartermaster or 
other officer authorized to receive it. With respect to the 
assumption of the court that it would be impra to 
ascertain the cost of freigbt on the article of clothing io 
question, it does oot appear that avy effort was made to as- 
certain such cost. it would doubtiess usually be ipcopven- 
jent to determine the exact cost of freight from a depot to 
a military post on a particular article, aod pro ably imprac- 
tivable, in most cases, but it would be practizably tu ascer- 
taio such cost with sufficient accuracy to satisty a | legai ie 
quirements. The usual p’ of courts to dete: mine 
etoppage, by the value of the article seems, all thiugs consi- 
dered, proper. ~ | such course the elements of freigt t charges 
inconvepieat of ascertainment, the proportional cost of 
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maintaining the officers and employees of the quartermas- 
ter’s department, cost and maintenance of werehouses at 
depota and at military posts and other elements, which 
truly it would he practicaliv useless to consider, are elimin- 
ated, and the valve only of the article sold, and to which the 
soldier has forfeited all right, is rerarded—the invoice price 
being usually taken as the value, or as a basis from which 
deducti n should be made for Cecrease of original value due 
to wear of the clothing or other cause of impairment. (G. 
C.-M. O. 22, D. Dakota, 1888.)

BATTLEFIELD OF CHICKAMAUGA. 


Tue order directing Captain Kellogg to locate the 
position of the troops engaged in the battle of 
Chickamauga, which we published last week, is in 
answer to this resolution. passed at the recent meer- 
ing of the Society of the Army of the Cumberland 
in Chicago: 

Resolved. That the honorable Secretary of War be, and he 
is hereby. requested to appoint a commission of officers who 
are familiar with the battlefield of Chickamauga, and the 
movements of the troops thereon in the battle of September 

£ and 20. 1863, to proceed to that tiel) with the. tovo¢graph- 

maps thereof already prep»red by the Engineer Bureau 
of the Army, and establish on the maps the positions of the 
forces engaged, to the end that an official map of that battle 
mey be issued by the War Department. 

‘This resolution was sent to the Secretary of War 
by Gen. Rosecrans. with a letter strongly urging 
action upon it. This letter, dated Oct. 5, was re- 
ferred to Gen. Casey, who, Oct. 11, endorsed it as 
follows: 

Complete topographics! maps of the battlefields of Chick- 
amauga were made in 1867. under the direction of Col. W. E. 
Merril), Chef Engineer. Department of the Cumberland, 
and are on file in this «ffice, but the location of troops bave 
never been definitely determined upon. Roard organized 
for this purpose in 1879, consisting of Lieutenant-General 
P. H. Sheridan. Brigadier-Gereral Crook and Colonel J. C. 
Davis, never completed its labors or made recommendation; 
conan uently the maps have never been published for dis- 

ution. 

It is suggested and recommended that Captain §. C. Kel- 
logg. 5th U.S. Cavalry, be designated to visit ‘the battlefield 
and to locate the positions of troops, he having been an 
A. D.C. of General George H. Thomas, and cognizant of 
the movements and operations on the field, It is further 
su, ted that prominent Divis‘on and Brigade Command- 
ers requested to co-operate with Captain Kellogg in 
designating the locations of the different commands. Manv 
of these officers. being on the retired list, are nct available 
for detail for this dutv, but, it is understood, are willing to 
give their services at their own exprnce.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


It seems that the Swiss Government has been ex- 
perimenting with the steel-cast gune, according to 
du Cercle Militaire. The Commission of Ar- 
tillery has recently conducted a series of tests of a 
47-10in. cannon made for the Government by the 
Swedish Company, Bofors Gulispang, to which we 
have before referred at length. The Swiss gun is 
reported to be a casting “without a flaw.” At one 
of thetrials two shots were fired. In the first the 
charge was 15.8 lbs. of large-grain powder behind 
aniron projectile weighing 75.7 lbs. In the second 
tire two similar cylindrical bolts were projected by 
13.2 lbs. of powder. The pressures taken were, re- 
spectively, 4,570 and 4,620 atmospheres. The effects 
of the two extraordinary charges upon the gun were 
bardly noticeable, the breech-system showing no 
default, and thetrial was regarded as successful. 
The 4.7 in. guo, as we have expressed the calibre of 
the Swiss Bofors cannon, is of the same standard 
and in all respects analogous to the 12 cm. ordvance 
used in the German and French artillery. The re- 
cent publication in the interest of the Krupp sys’ m 
of cannon, Captain Montbaye’s “Krupp and De 
Bange,”’ gives the respective regulation charges of 
the two guns. The German 12 centimetre gun uses 
9.9 lbs. of powder with oy of 39.6 lbs., and 
the French a projectile of 40.26 lbs. with the same 
amount of explosive. The two guns weigh, respec- 
tively, 2,464 and 2,640 lbs. We quote these reliable 
figures, not only as illustrating the fine powers of 
the Swedish steel-cast ordnance, but as useful 
memcranda for American guo-founders. Should 
the two steel-cast guns, soon to be tried at Annapo- 
lis, demonstrate the “staying” qualities which a 
very large majority of our artillery experts hope 
they possess, a very considerable foreign business in 
heavy as well as field ordnance may be looked for. 
We have private advices from London, of an en- 
tirely reliable character and quite recent date, 
which say that * Krupp'’s English representative 
has sold to the Chinese Government $625,000 worth 
of guns within a month.’ Referring to the new 


European inventions in the way of small explosives, * 


the same correspondent says: “Our acquaintance 
witb the French powder, aside from the assumption 
that its base is gun-cotton, is without definite know 
ledge of its general composition or what it will do; 
yet it is strongly conceded by military men to be 
the best. New powders are coming out continually; 
Burton " (the unsuccessful competitor io the rifle 
contest), “claims to have one; Sir F. Abel bas an- 
other, and last week ap eminent professor was an- 
nounced as the inventor of a small-arm explosive of 
very remarkable merit.” 


Two very serious accidents from melinite have re- 
cently occurred in France. The first was at the 
powder mill of Esquerdec, near St. Omer. In this 
cast the explosion of some 2,700 lbs. of the etored 
melinite wus due to a conflagration of the buildings, 
and bas no especial significance. The second acci- 
dent, however, has done much to diminish confi- 
dence in the safety of the much vaunted French ex- 
plosive, its incidents being such as to painfully 
revive a memory of the terrible affair at Belfort 
two years ago. The explosion occurred at the 
laboratory of the Scbool of Pyrotechnics at Bourges, 
the day after a visit of the President and his staff. 
Five operatives were engaged in filling the tubular 
receivers with melinite, wben the explosion took 
place. Nutwithstanding the small amount of the 
explosive one of the operatives was instantly killed, 
two mortally wounded, and the other twoso injured 
that recovery is doubtful. No cause for the acci- 
dent is suggested, and the only suggestion is a refer- 
ence to the previous accident at Belfort, which has 
bad only a bypothetical explanation. 





The Austrian military press announces the de- 
parture for Pola of a large Krupp gun, the tube of 
which alone weighs 47 tons. lt was necessary, owing 
to the curves ov the shortest route, by Villach 
Taurvis, and to the weakness of a wooden bridge, to 
send the gun round by Klagenfurt and Marbure.

A Washington despatch of Oct. 20says: The com- 
pany operating the iaventions of Lt. J. W. Grayson, 
late of the U. 8s. Navy, relating to firing dynamite 
shells from powder guns, has sold the invention to 
the French Government for $800,000, the offer com- 
ing from that Government through the company’s 
agent now in Paris. The contracts were sgned yes- 


terday. 





The London correspondent of the N. Y. Times 
says: “Prof. Abel, and vot he only, but half the 
chemists of the world, sre engaged stillin experi- 
ments which are now mainly directed to the discov- 
ery of a nitrate powder which will keep. I learn on 
the highest autborty that the British Government 
bas arrived at the conclusion that melinite will not 
do for tropical use, and will not keep long enough 
to be trustworthy even in Europe. The explosion at 
St. Omer is said to bedue to some blunderin the act 
of mixing, for, as a matter of fact, melinite is made 
in paris, for the sake of secrecy, 'n balf a dozen dif- 
ferent places in France, and is blended only just be- 
fore it is concealed in cartridges. All that can yet 
be said of the powder of the future is that it will be 
smokeless, or pearly so; that it will be white or gray; 
that it wilt give an ivitial velocity at the muzzie of 
not less thau 2,000 Leet per second, carrying with ita 
low trajectory, and that it will give Jess recoil than 
black powder. But how loog it will keep; whether 
it will be affected by climate, and especially by 
damp; whether it will be, so tos k, water proofed 
by the adaition of collodion, and half a dozen other 
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points have not ret been sttled, and as regards 
some of them asettlement would seem to be nearly 
as far off as ever. Then we, at least, have not de- 
termined mrvrey | the nature of the builet. It seems 
the authorities have come at last to think that the 
steel bullet is so long and so light that it would be 
too tly affected cross winds. The compressed 
lead bullet, nickeled, is better, but not quite satis - 
factory either. Then what of the cartridge case it- 
self? Can its form even be said to be settied ? There 
is a cartridge in the market here, American, of 
course, in origin, which dispenses with a base. An- 
other has just been invented by an American resi- 
dent here for the purpose of preventing jamming, 
and the idea has attracted the attention of the mili- 
tary authorities, who have asked for specimens and 
sections. This cariridge has a oqiapeas base of three 
one-thousandths of an inch, so that when the explo- 
sion takes place and before the bullet bas had time 
to get started, the strain on the wall of thecartridge 
is lessened. The idea is so simple and ingenious that 
one may hope experiments on a considerable scale 
may justify it.’ 


The London Engineer of Oct.12, says: On Thurs- 
day last there was tested at Portsmouth, on board 
H. M.S. Nettle, an armor plate manufactured on 
an entirely new plan by Messrs. W. Jessop and Sons, 
of Brightside Steel Works. The plate was 8 ft. long 
by 6. ft. wide, and 1044 in. thick; it was fixed in a 
cast and wrought iron frame 30 ft. distanve from 
the muzzle of the gun—a 6 in. piece of ordnance. 
The charge was 48 |b. powder, anda shot weighing 
100 Ib. giving a velocity of 1976 foot-seconds, and a 
striking energy of foot-tons. The peculiarity 
of the plate consisted in the front part being com- 
posed of twelve separate pieces of specially hard 
cast steel, 3 in. thick, fastened on to the rear portion 
in aspecial manver, The rear was formed of one 
solid piece of soft cast steel 74 in. thick, holding 
the whole mass together. The theory of this de- 
sign was—thut should a shot strike ove of the frout 
hardened parts the destruction would be confined 
to tht particular part, and prevent cracks extend- 
ing all over the plate. The theory was fully sup- 
ported in the teat, but through an unforeseen defect 
in the method of holding the hard faces to the soft 
backing, the plate was not quite as successful as could 
be desired. Suill, the results were far from discour- 
aging, and the firm claim that they mark a new epoch 
in the manufacture of steel armor plates. Shells, 
Holtzer 6 in. fo , bardened, and tempered ar- 
mor-piercing projectiles, and Palliser chilled shot 
were used in the test. 











PASSED ASSISTANT PAyMAsTER T. D. Hoxsey., Jr., 
U. S. Navy, died suddenly, Oct. 24, at Paterson, 
N. J., aged 34. It was the fifth anniversary of his 
wedding, says a despatch, and it was not observed 
that he was otherwise than in his usual good spirits, 
but soon after 9 Pp. M. bis body was found lying near 
the gateway of the old family mansion at Haledon 
with a pistol bullet throu zh the right temple. There 
was every indication of deliberation in the perpe- 
tration of the act, which would appear to have been 
committed in a fit of despondency at the recollec- 
tion of happier days spent‘in that vicinity. Iu 1883 
he married Miss Charlotte Townley, then of Hale- 
don. She died Jan. 20, 1885, leaving an infant boy, 
who still lives. He was appointed assistant paymas- 
ter, U.S. N., from New Jezsey, Sept. 1, 1876, and in 
1881 was promoted passed assistant paymaster. In 
1887 he was sent to the New York Navy-yard, and 
two weeks ago applied for and obtained leave for 
one month. 


A VETERAN officer, Capt. William Adams U.S. A., 
retired, died at Fort Monroe, Va., Oct. 25. He was 
born in Ireland; was appointed ordnanve store- 
keeper Sept. 13, 1862, and under the act of July 28, 
1866, held the postion with the rank of captain.

A LONDON correspondent of the New York Times 
writes: ‘‘A great deal more fuss is being made by 
the newspapers than by the authorities over two 
recent incidents.

The second incident is the arrest of a Cap- 
tain of Royal Engineers for taking an American 
visitor without permission over one of the Spithead 
forts. What nonsense isthis! Every detail of the 
Spithead forts has been published long ago and the 
changes have been duly recorded in the news 
papers.” 











A FrRenNc#H staff officer who witnessed the recent 
review of Italian troops before the Emperor William 
of Germany is quoted as saying: ‘Their formation 
was effected very slowly and with great difficulty.

THE NEW NAVY. 


OMITTING from our calculations obsolescent 
wooden craft, the new navy actually ‘ino sight,” 
having been authorized by law, 1s composed of five 
double-turreted monitors, one armored battleship, 
one armored cruiser, eight protected cruisers, four 
gunboats, one despatch boat, one dynamite gunboat 
and one torpedo boat, all of which are under con- 
struction or eompleted. To these must be added the 
vessels authorized by the current appropriation bill, 
viz., one armored cruiser, three protected cruisers 
aid three gunboats, making a total of twenty-nine. 
Properly speaking the iron ships of the old navy 
should be added to these, thus making thirty-one in 
all. If in 1860 the Navy was not considered large 
with seventy three vessels, certainly in 1900, the 
same number will be considered a small one, and it 
is surely safe to assume that seventy-five effective 
vessels is the minimum number to be reached. This 
is about what the first Advisory Board proposed, 
excluding ironclads. We have, therefore, left to be 
built in order to reach this modest standard, forty- 
four additional ships. If the succeeding sessions of 
Congress shall see the rehabilitation of the Navy go 
on asthe past three or four have done, we may 
assume that about six vessels per annum will be 
granted, say eight years for all; add four years for 
their completion and we shall have by 1900, to quote 
the words of Mr. Herbert in a speech in Congress: 
‘*a Navy respectable in size, with ships equal to 
any that float.” In other words, we shall be at the 
beginning of the twentieth century, just where we 
stood with reference to other powers forty years 
before. 

It is noticeable that there is now being appropri- 
ated for current expenses less than at any time 
sinve 1860, and that the expense per capita of the 
population, which was in 1858, forty-six centa, is now 
but thirty three cents, and this notwithstanding the 
increased cost of modern implements of warfare. 
Of this thirty-three cents per capita, twenty cents 
goes toward the materiel and thirteen cents toward 
the pay of the personnel. The increase of pay asked 
for by the bill now pending in the Committees on 
Naval Affairs, 1s three cents per capita, making, 
should this bill be passed, the total expense per 
capita but thirty-six cents, less by two cents than it 
was fifty years ago. If we are to have the increase 
of force mentioned above, it will be necessary to go 
on at each succeeding session of Congress with the 
authorization of new ships, for if we should lay on 
our oars now, those already provided for will only 
replace the wooden craft that must soon disappear 
from the list under the operation of the twenty per 
cent. law, a law the passage of which made possible 
the present favorable outlook. The step taken by the 
present bill in providing vessels of less than 2,000 
tons is an excellent one; it would have been well if 
there had been ten of these craft authorized; they 
are certainly urgently needed to take the place of 
those vessels whose names are soon to be known no 
more, and it is to be hoped that next year will see 
an additional number appropriated for. As both 
political parties are committed to the policy of re- 
building the Navy it is reasonabiy sure that there 
will be no cessation in the good work which has 
been so auspiciously begun. 

Commodore Sicard is keeping his work well in 
hand, and says when the ships are ready to be 
turned over to the Government, their entire arma- 
ment will be ready and complete in every detail. 


The 6-inch guns are all finished at the Wash- 
ington Gun Foundry and have been tested at the 
Proving Grounds, Annapolis, Md. The contracts 
for these guns were for $2 sets, to be furnished by 
the Midvale Steel Works, of Philadelphia. The 
remaining 50 sets were contracted for with the 
Bethlehem Steel Works, who also have the contracts 
for the 8, 10, and 12.inch guns. The forgings for 
these guns of higher calibre have not been for- 
warded to the Washington Foundry, but it is now 
reported that they have added largely to their re 

sources, and expect in a very short time to have 
their manufactory in complete working order, se 
that the forgings may be sent at once to Washing- 
ton to be constructed. The following are the bat- 
teries for the new cruisers :

*One first-class torpedo boat (unarmored) will be ready in 
ten months. Battery, eight automobile torpedoes, with a 
secondary battery of two 6-pounder Hotchkiss guns. 

All of these guns are of the latest improved pat- 
tern of breechloading rifle. The entire battery of 
the Yorktown is complete and ready to be put 
aboard the vessel at any time. In addition to the 
foregoing list the double turreted monitors Mon- 
adnock, Miantonomoh, Terror, Amphitrite and 
Puritan are authorized by Act of Congress to be 
entirely rebuilt. This, it is expected, will take 
about three years. The batteries for these ships 
will consist of four 10-inch guns with a secondary 
battery of eight machine guns. All of the new 
cruisers have steel hulls, but the hulls of the double 
turreted monitors are of iron. They are all, how- 
ever, fitted out with twin screw propellers. The 
machine and rapid-firing guns are contracted for 
with the Hotchkiss Company, and are being manu- 
factured at their plant in Connecticut as rap 
idly as demanded by the Service. In the matter of 
the other armament, the Bureau states that it has 
a number of VJ. inch guns sufficient to sup 
supply all the ships at present, and have a number 
in course of construction. In regard to the VIII, 
X., and XII. inch guns, there may possibly be 
some delay on uccount of the constructors’ failure 
to obtain steel, or perhaps the lack of sufficient 
plant to properly make them. 








UOHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


THe Australians are much disturbed by the 
Chinese problem, and to prevent a cargo of Chinese 
from landing at Sydney Harbor the officials of that 
locality on a recent occasion declared the ports of 
China infected, without the shadow of legitimate 
excuse for this abuse of the forms of sanitary legis- 
lation. A writer in the Quarterly Review contends 
that the danger of an overwhelming influx of 
Chinese is chimerical. As it is there is no serious 
difference between the stream of emigrauts flowing 
from and those returning to China, and the Chinese 
Government, if not hostile to, is at least indiffereni 
to emigration. It is a mistake to assume that 
China is overcrowded. In her eighteen provinces 
are about 360,000,000 people distributed over an 
area of 1,300,000 square miles, which gives 288 to 
the square mile: Great Britain has 268 persons to 
the square mile; Italy, 289; Germany and Japan, 
218. The average in the nine eastern provinces, 
which are the most fertile and embrace two fifths of 
the whole area, is 458, while that of Bengal is 440. 
In the remaining one-fifth of China Proper the 
average is 154 persons to the square mile. But 
China Proper is only one-third of the area of the 
Chinese Empire, and the remaining two thirds is in 
greater part fitted for colonization and gives the 
Chinese population ample room for expansion with- 
out emigration. Marquis Tseng has declared that 
China is under no necessity of finding in other 
lands an outlet for surplus population, and he 
ascribes the emigration of recent years to the ruin 
and poverty resulting from the Taiping and Ma- 
hommedan rebellions. He tells us, moreover, that 
it is the desire of the Chinese Government that 
their people should stay at home, and this not only 
for economical but for military reasons. It is in- 
dispensable that the immense outlying territories of 
Manchuria, Mongolia, and Eastern Turkistan should 
be colonized, and the prospective demand for labor 
in factories, mines, and railways will soon improve 
the condition of the teeming Chinese population. 

What the Chinese Government objects to is not 
Testriction of emigration in general, but a restric- 
tion which discriminates against them, and one, 
therefore, contrary to international law and comity 
—aslight and an offence to China, in which no 
Power with a due regard for its own dignity would 
acquiesce. To meet this objection it is suggested 
that the laws for the exclusion of paupers might be 
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so drawn as to prevent the introduction of Coolie 
laborers who, haying no means when they land, 
are to all intents and purposes paupers. It would 
be an excellent thing if we could make a rule that 
no foreigner coming here as an emigrant should be 
permitted to remain unless he could read and write 
the English language, in which our laws are pub 

lished and our business conducted. A good place to 
apply civil service rules is at the dock on which are 
landed the men whose votes are to influence the 
direction of public affairs. The emigrants who 
make the most trouble for us are those who are not 
only ignorant of the spirit and character of our in 

stitutions but who are shut out from instruction con- 
cerning them by their inability to comprehend the 
language of those about them sufficiently to be in 

fluenced by their ideas. Another suggestion con- 
cerning the Chinese is that a restriction act should 
be passed at Hong Kong and the Straits settlements 
prohibiting vessels carrying more than a certain 
number of Chinese laborers in proportion to their 
tonnage. This would not help us, however, aud could 
not be made to apply, without violating imperial 
treaties, to any but British vessels or vessels sailing 
from and to British harbors only. While our poli- 
ticians are tumbling over each other in their haste 
to proclaim their hostility to Chinese emigration it 
may be well for them to stop and consider the exact 
nature and extent of the injury we suffer from it. 
They will bebetter able to do this after the 6th of 
November. 








GENERAL SHERIDAN’S story, in Seridner’s M igazine 
for November, of his experiences from Gravelotte 
to Sedan is a striking narrative. The style is clear 
and graphic and the subject matter of exceptiona’ 
interest. Armed with a most cordial letter of in- 
troduction from President Grant, Sheridan pro- 
ceeied direct with Forsythe to the German head- 
quarters in the field, where he was received with 
the greatest cordiality an permitted to see all that 
he would. He travelled and roomed with Bismarck, 
until he was able to make independent arranze- 
ments, and dined on one-half of a piece of stale 
black bread which the King’s brother had fished 
from his coat-tail pocket and divided with him; 
he foraged with Ooant Bismarck-Bohler, who 
proudly exhibited a couple of eggs he had bought, to 
which Sheridan, as a more experienced forager, was 
able to add the larger contribution of four B :logna 
sausages. He dined with the Kingon soup, a joint, 
and two or three vegetables, washed down by vin 
ordinaire and Burguady; he joined Oouat Bism irck 
in alleviating the intense sufferings of a group of 
neglected German soldiers, ‘‘ bringing the water 
and administering a little brandy,” and running a 
narrow chance of baing killed by a squad of Ger 
man soldiers, who arrested him in the streets of 
Gravelotte, taking him for a French officer—hi: 
coat and forage cap resembling those of the 
French—and regarding his pantomimic attempts 
to explain himself as a ruse. They could not 
understand English, he could not speak Goer. 
man, and darei not utter explanations in French. 
After that he stuck close to headquarters, and 
was there when Napoleon was received as a 
prisoner of war after Sedan. He describes how Na- 
poleon was startled by the quick brusque manner of 
Bismarck when he received him in spite of his 
words, “I salute your Majesty, just as I would my 
King.” 

Sheridan evidently does not share the German 
confidence in the Krupp guns. When at Gravellote | 
the silence of the French guns led the German art- 
illery officers to the jubilant assertion that they had 
dismounted the French batteries and knocked their 
mitrailleuses to pieces, Sheridan saw through bis 
powerful field glass the French troops running to 
their right for the apparent purpose of making a 
vigorous fight on that flank, and concluded that 
their guns would be heard from. Sure enough, 
when the Germans approached within short range 
they suddenly found that the French artillery aad 
mitrailleuses had by no means been silenced; about 


es although I bad not that serene faith in the effective- 


ness of their gans held by the German artillerists 
generally, yet I thought their terrific eannonading 
must have left marked results. All I could per- 
ceive, however, was a disabled gun, a broken mi- 
trailleuse and two badly damaged caissons.” It is 
impossible as we 1ead this narrative, to realiz> that 
the hand that grote it is cold in death it is so full 
of vital force, and it is easy to believe that the mind 
that conceived it is still instinct with life. 





THE event of the week in Army matters is the ap~- 
pointment of the Ordnance Fortification Board. 
The officers who compose the Board are all too well 
known to the Army to require introduction. It is 
sufficient to say that the Board is in every way equal’ 
to“the important work it has to deal with. 
In the order, given below, announcing the detail 
no date or place of meeting is given. It is the de 
sire of Secretary Endicott, however, to have the 
work commence with as little delay as possible, and. 
the understanding is that he will call the Board to- 
gether at the War Department on Tuesday or 
Wednesday next. Most of the work of the Board 
will necessarily be done in Washington, bui it is 
not unlikely that there may be some travelling 
around for the purpose of inspecting ordnance 
works at private establishments. Frequent trips 
will no doubt be made to the Watervliet Arsenal 
after the Ordnance Board, now in session, has sub 
mitted its reports and plans for the buildiags, ma- 
chinery, and other plant, as provided for in the 
Fortification bill. In order that the Board may 
hive material to work upon as soon as organized, 
the O-dnance Department has prepared consider- 
able matter in the way of specifications for gun 
steel, form; of contract, regulations for the inspec- 
tion of steel, ete.

dust that quickly disseminated itself through the 
air at a height at first of twenty miles from the 
earth. In a short time the sun began to assume 
strange silvery and copper colors in the part of the 
world about Java, and in six weeks the sky over all 
the region between 30 deg. north and 45 deg. south 
latitude presented, especially at sunset, this brilliant 
glow. All through the winter and spring of 1884, 
even in this latitude, everybody was set to wonder- 
ing at the new magnificence of the suusets. The 
glows reached their climax in April of 1884, and it 
was not until 1886 tbat the atmosphure had resumed 


its normal condition. 


We bave inquiries from various correspondents 
in the Services as to their rigbt to vote at the forth- 
coming Presidential election. These questions we 
are unable to answer specifically for the reason that 
the right to vote is determined by local law. The 
general principle is that a man can cast his vote for 
United States officers, subject to election, wherever 
he has the right to vote for State or town officials. 
This is where his legal residence is and service in the 
Army does not gain or lose residence. That is to 
say, a man having once been recognized as a legal 
resident of a given locality does not lose his resid. 
ence and his richt to vote there, by absence on mili- 
tary service, no matter what the length of that ab- 
sence. Nor does the fact of his continuance in a 
given place, on duty in the Army or Navy, give him 
a legal residence there. A retired officer can change 
his residence as often as he likes, and vote at bis last 
place of pesidence, provided be complies with the 
local law as to time of residence, as to registering 
etc. A man in the Naval Service cannot vote at any 
port where he happens to be, as one of our corres- 
pondepts suggests. He might beabk to do it in New 
York, and he might get the price of several drinks 
for his vote, but he would do violence to law as well 
as to good conscience. 

A residence of one year in the State and three 
months in the county is required in Alabama, Cali- 
forvia, Illinois, North Carolina, Virginia; one year 
and five months in the county in New Jersey; one 
year in the Stateand six months in the county in 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Tennessee, Texas; one yearin the State and sixty 
days in the county in Missouri, South Carolina and 
West Virginia; one year in the State and one month 
in the county in Delaware and Ohio; one year in the 
State and four months in the county in New York ; 
one year in the State in Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, Vermont, Wisconsin and Con- 
necticut; six months in the State in Indiana, Kansas 
and New Hampshire; six months in the State and 90 
days in the county in Colorado; six months and 60 
days in lowa; three months in the State and three 
months in the countyin Maine; three months in the 
State and ten daysin the county ip Michigan; six 
months in State and one month in county in Missis- 
sippi; six months in State and 40 days in county in 
Nebraska; six months in State and 30 days in 
eounty in Nevada; two years in the State and one 
year in the county in Kentucky. Connecticut, New 
flampshire and Rhode Island also requires six 
months in the town, Maine three months and I[ndi- 
ana avd Missouri each 60 days. In most of the 
States registration 1s required in the cities, if not in 
the whole State, and a residence of from one to 
thirty days in the precivet.

self almost invulnerable, rushed to the charge and 
bore dowu its opponents with the audacity inspired 
by confidence. The fcot soldier, armed with the 
musket, felt himself at a disadvantage against this 

’ foe, on whose shining plate-seales bis bullet would 
datten and his bayonet turn aside. But those days 
are gone by."’

A MAGNIFICENT statue of General U.S. Grant was 
unveiled at St. Louis Oct. 20. There was a rémark- 
able demonstration and much enthusiasm. The 
statue isa portrait figure of General Grant, repre- 
senting him just after the war. He is dressed ip 
fatigue uniform, the caps of his Army overcoat 
being thrown carelessly back over his left shoulder. 
Hie rank is indicated by the usual bars and stars. 
A military slouch hat is on his head and a heavily- 
spurred pair of riding boots reach to the knee. By 
his side hangs a pair of field glasses. His left foot is 
slightly advanced and his right hand is on the bilt 
of his sheathedsword. The action is spirited and 
the suggestion is plain—Grant in war. 








WE fully expected to present with this week's is- 
sue of the JOURNAL a list of the qualified candidates 
for appointment as Acting Hospital! Steward in the 
Army, but owing to the non-arrival of all the ex- 
amination papers it was found impossible to make 
up the list. Nineteen examination papers have been 
received by the Surgeon General and the average 
Standing of the candidates is much higher than at 
any examination heretofore held. Of this number 
fourteen bave obtained a percentage of over 80, 
while five have averaged over 90. ‘he papers of the 
six remaining candidates are now on the way to the 
War Department, and when received and classified, 
according to standivg,their names will be announced 
in General Orders. This, it is expected, will occur 
early next week. 








Tus Sundry Civil Bill, we note, appropriates 
$85,000 for completing the work of remodelling the 
old Produce Exchange building, New York City, 
and directs the Secretary of War to cause the build- 
ing to be completed and occupied without unneces- 
sary delay. To facilitate the work, all expenditures 
upon the building, including those from the appro- 
priations for the support of the Army, are made 
subject to the control and direction of the Secre- 
tary of War. 








A copy of the “ Official Table of Distances,” for 
the guidance of disbursing officers of the Army, is- 
sued by the War Department, and which went into 
effect October 1, 1888, reaches us this week. It is an 
elaborate compilation of 535 pages, and is the result 
of a careful comparison and combination of the best 
official data available. 








Epw. ATKINSON presents a mathematical calcula- 
tion to show that the work of the War of the Re- 
bellion required the equivalent of the constant 
work of the 2,837,500 men each yerr for seven years 
or the actual arduous work at the risk of life for 
seven years, of one man of arms bearing age in 
every three. 








THE Evening Telegram, referring to the running 
down of a large steamer in the North River “ by an 
ordinary ferryvoat,” feels sure that “* this extraord- 
inary capability of American coal scows and ferry- 
boats for mischief could be turned to account in the 
abseuce of a navy.” “ Let any European power,” 
says the Telegram, “send her dreadful engines of 
war over bere and our ferryboats will ram the fleet 
to the bottom in short order.” 








THE annual report of Brigadier-General John 
Gibbon, commanding the Department of Volum- 
bia, will be of special interest this year, for in it 
he makes some interesting remarks anent the 112th 
Article of War, accompanied with some very 
forcible statements concerning the treatment his 
interpretation bas received at the hands of the 
President and Secretary of War. It is said that 
some of General Gibbon's friends have advised 
him to either withdraw this feature of his report, 
or modify it in such a way as to not offend the 
powers that be, but it is hardly expected that he 
will do so, for John Gibbon is a fighter from 
away back. ;

REPORT OF THE SURGEON-GENERAL. 


THE report of the Surgeon-Genera!l of the Army is a ve ry 
interesting statistical document. It appears that the number 
admitted to sick vapor was 29.727; number per 1,000 of mean 
strength, 1246.88; ditto 1886, 1263.; ave’ for previous dec- 
ade, 1672.; admissions for disease, 23,888; admission for in- 
juries, 5,839. Tbe number of admissions for injuries is con- 
siderably higher than for the previous two years of the pre- 
vious decade, showing that the decrease in the total admis- 
sions is due entirely to the reduction in number or lessenin. 
of activity of the causes of disease or both combined. Th 
is ascri to increased attention to hygiene. 

The engineers gave the highest ratio for diseases, 1792.12; 
recruits at depots next, 1499.40: Ordnance, 1107.97 ; Artillery, 
1046.63 ; Cavalry, 998.47; Infantry, 985.91. 

Among men of from 16 to 20 years of age the 
1692.31; from 21 to 25, 1334.71; from 26 to 30. 91 $ : 
811.56. Nativities—Scotch, 1151.11; French, 1084.91; Engli b 
1057.97 ; United States, 1028.30 ; (white, 1014.67; colored, 1103.(3; 
Irish, 1023.35; Swiss, 943,93; Canadian, 935.34; Austrian, 920.40; 
Scandinavian, 906.02; Danish, 887.57; German, 874.58. 

The regiov of Central Timbered Plains and Hills showed 
the highest admission rate for disease, 1668.45; the Pacific Coast 
the lowest, 671.61. During the previous year the former re- 
gion gave the highest rates, and the latter the next to the 


owest. 

The ratios of constant non effectiveness, per 1,000 of mean 
strength, of the various armies are as follows: Great Britain 
(1885), 57.9: United States (1887), 42.38; United States (1976- 
1885), 44; Austria, (1886), 41.1; France (1884), 39.3; Prussia and 
Wurtemberg (1881-1882), 38.8; Italy (1885). 33.4; Belgium 
(1886), 38.8. The non-effective rate of officers (45.28) was 
somewhat in excess of that of enlisted men (42.16). The 
colored troops showed a greater degrees of constant impair. 
ment of force from disease alone than the white troops, 
Recruits at depots gave the highest non-effective rates, 60.40, 
and others in the following order: engineers, 43.90; cavalry, 
34.12; infantry. 33.15; artillery, 29,66; ordnance, 28.69; all 
others, 11.60. For men of from 16 to 25 years of age this rate 
was 43.60; from 26 to 30, 28.91; over 30, 29.81. For the first 
five years of service it was 37.42, and for ull over that, 28.17. 
For tne Central Timbered Plains and Hills, the non-effective 
rate was, injuries included, 79 07; the Gulf Coast, 49.50; Pa- 
cific Coast, 33.77 ; Northern Lakes. 2572. The special causes 
were: Venereal diseases, 5.11 per 1.000 of mean strength ; 
contusions and sprains, 3.77; malarial fevers and resuiting 
conditions, 2.99; articular rheumatism, 2.68; diseases of the 
integumentary system, 2.25. 

The average lossof time foreach soldier in the various 
armies, according to the latest reports received, is, Great 
Britain, 21 days; United States, 15.5; France, 14; Prussia and 
Wurtemberg, 13; Italy, 12; Austria, 11; Belgium, IL. 

The loss of time for each case reported, or the average 
duration of treatment, was 12.4 days, against 11 days tor 
1886, and 9.6 for the previous decade, the several averages 
being, Great Britain. 19 days; Italy, 15; Austria, 14; United 
States, 12.4; Prussia and Wurtemburg, 11; France, 7; Belgium, 
7. The duration of treatment averaced largest iu the Central 
Timbered Plains and Hills and Gulf Coast region (15 days for 
each), and shortest (9 days) in the region of Eastern Tim- 
bered Plains and Hills (excluding the Appalachian region.) 
The deaths from all causes during the year numbered 214— 
injury, 65; disease, 149. The death rate was 8.12 per 1,000 of 
mean strength, being a little mcre than that for 1886, which 
was 8.82, and considerably lower than the rate for the previ- 
ous decade, which was 11.4. The rate for Great Britain is 
11.4; Italy, 10.3; United States, 8.1: France, 7.6; Austria, 7.2; 
Belgium, 5.1; Prussia and Wurtemburg, 4.3. 

The death rate of the colored troops (10.71), was bigher 
than that of the whites (7.85). In 1886 the reverse was the 
case, the rates being 9.0 for the white, and 7.2 for the colored; 
but the averages forthe previous decade, 13.4 for the col- 
ored and 11.2 for the white, are in very nearly the same pro- 
portion as the rates for the past year. 

The total number of discharges for disability during the 
year was 714. f these were for injury and 648 for dis- 
ease—viz., colored troops per 1.000, 31.71; white, 26.61. 
Poeumonia “nod shot wounds were charged with the great- 
est number of deaths, 26 each ; typhoid fever, 17 ; drowning, 
16; diseases of the heart and valves, 16; pulmonary phthisis, 
18. The engineers furnished the greatest proportionate 
pumber of discharges, 44.2 per 1000; cavairy, 35.3: infantry, 
36.5; artillery, 26.8; recruits at depots, 23.1; ordnance, 19.3; 
Signal Corps, 8.8; general! service, 3.9 non-com. staff, includ- 
ing hospital corps, 1.7. Venereal diseases were chai 
with 104 discharges; rheumatism, 59; pulmonary phthisis, 
48; insanity, 39; diseases of the heart and valves, 37; hernia, 
28; epilepsy, 25. The Central Timbered Plains and Hills 
showed the greatest amount of sickness during the past year, 
as it did the previous year, due chiefly to the two recruiting 
depots init. The otber regions followed in this order: Guif 
Coast; N. Lakes; E. Timbered Plainsand Hills. 

Jefferson Barracks continues to be one ofthe most un- 
healthy stations inthe Army; Fort Grant, Ariz., follows 
next. Other forts are in the following order: Brown, 
Thomas, Columbus Bks., Omaha. 

The highest death rate per 1,000 of mean strength were Ft 
Marcy 387.50, San Carlos 36.70. Ft. Harcock 31.75, Jefferson 
Barracks 28.40, Ft. McHenry 25.64. For disability, Ft. Brown 
121.21 wer 1,000, Ft. Verde.76.92, Ft. Du Chesne 42.78, Ft. Myer 
62.50, Whipple Barracks 61.45, Ft. Schuyler 57.97. 

Gen. Moore says: “Notwithstanding the vigilance of med- 
ical officers and the active efforts of commanding officers 
the fact remains that Army sanitary conditions are in many 
respects susceptible of great improvement by getting nd of 
offensive and dangerous privy vault and cess pool, providing 
proper bathing facilities, preventing overcrowding of ail 
quarters and sufficient ventilation, and providing a uate 
supply of pure water, better drainage and uniform clothing 
suited to hot climates. 

** The issue of salt pork as a part of the ration is generally 
condemped at southern stations. The deficiency in the 1ood 
supply at some of them, which compels enlisted men to pur, 
chase fresh vegetables, while a portion of the ration is de- 
voted to the maintenance of a regimenta) band and to other 
purposes entirely foreign to that of feeding the soldier. To 
remedy these evils drastic measures are required: ati- 
quated methods must be abandoned, traditions of the Ser- 
vice must be disregarded, and individual opinions and pre- 
ferences must be overruled, where any of these confliet with 
the teachings of modern military sanitary science. But lit- 
tle can be accomplished in this direction without vigorous 
and decisive action on the part of the bigher military auhori- 
ties. Such suction is urgently demanded.” 

lt is also recommended tbat the formation of a general 
plan for the improvement of the sanitary conditions of the 
Army be referred to a Board of competent officers, oa 
which the Medical Department should be represented. The 
report concludes with a report of the pension work of the 
Surgeon Geveral's Office and the Medical Museum, Library, 
and favorably results following the formation of the Hos- 
pital Corps, which has given satisfaction to all concerned. 








A WASHINGTON despatch says: Mrs. Sheridan has 
selected a design fora monument at the grave of 
her busband at Arlington. The Loyal Legion, of 
which he was president, offered to erect a monu- 
ment on the Sheridan lot, but Mra. Sheridan, while 
expressing her thanks, said she desired to erect the 
monument at this spot berself. A Sheridan memo- 
rial of some kind will probsbly be erected by the 
Loyal Legion at another point in the district.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


PARADE OF FIRST AND SECOND N. Y. BRIGADES. 

THs annual parade and review of the lat and 2d 
Brigades, N. G. 8. N. Y., took piace on Friday, Oct. 
19. There were frequent showers during the morn- 
ing, aod the streets through which the column 
marched were coated with that reculiarly slippery 
nastiness so familiar to New Yorkers. It is esti- 
mated that fully 100,000 people patiently stood for 
hours under the cold, dmpping rain, and endured 
the uncomfortable etruggies and josties of the 
crowd, until the review ended. Of course, the 
presence of Gov, Hill, who reviewed the troops, 
attravted many thousands who would not have sub- 
mitted to the discomforts of the day merely to wit- 
ness what proved to be an excellent, though some- 
what marred ceremony. For the marching of the 
troops, while it was really fine, as a rule. when 
allowance is made for the slippery footing, was not 
actually what these brigades are capable of under 
fairer conditions. Neither were the ranks as full as 
they would have beea. A still more serious defect 
was occasioned by the unfortunate lozation of the 
reviewing point, which compelled an awkward and 
unsightly partial change of direction. or a left 
oblique, as soon as each company passed the Gov- 
ernor. This detail could have beeu very easily 
altered, and almost auy change would obviate the 
difficulty. The same blunder has been noted in 
earlier reviews, and it is to be feared that it is to be 
perpetuated until it crystalizes into a fixed custom. 

The dense lines of spectators on each side of the 
route precluded careful observation of the various 
commands, at more than one point, by the same 
eyes, and the representative of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL posted himself pearly opposite the Gov- 
ernor as the passage was made. 

The appearance of the Governcr was decidedly 
soldierly, in -pite of bis silk hat and piain clothes, 
and he sat his horse with an erect, easy bearing that 
told of familiarity with the saddle. {t was gen- 
erally remarked that in uaiform he would have 
looked the picture of asoldier. Certainly he could 
not bave been expected to be familiar with militury 
regulations, but it is strange that, surrounded as he 
was by experienced soldiers, he should not have 
been prompted to raise his hat as the colors of the 
various regiments were dipped in passage. To the 
salute of each separate commander he properly and 
gracefully responded, but the colors passed him 
without recognition—a very sad lapse in military 
eves. 

As to the various commands opinions would prob- 
ably differ in the main, though to the 7th would un- 
doubtedly be conceded the palm, as usual. The reg- 
iment did not parade in full strength; still the com- 
pany fronts were long enough to show its excellent 
marechirg aod the faithfulness to duty that has 
made it the most famous command in the National 
Guard. Its appearance was nvt as fine as usual, 
but was good enough for anything but the 7th. 

Next in the column came the 69th, strong in num- 
bers, and showing a splendid body of men. Good 
material this, for a regiment, but it sadly needs 
work, aS was shown by its marching and the bear- 
ingofthe men. An experienced soldier, offered the 
command of any New York regiment, for field ser- 
vice, might wisely select the 69tb, but it is not, and, 
perbaps, uever will be a show regiment on parade. 

The 8ih Regiment paraded eight compauies with 
good fronts, and ia marching sbowed improvement 
though it has bad little opportunity for battalion 
drill iu its contracted quarters. The corner-stone of 
the new armory was laid iast. Friday, and once 
estabiished there, the regiment will, of course, gain 
rapidly in numbers and efficiency. 

hat very popular command, the 22d, was greeted 
with much and well deserved applause all along its 
march. Very sensibly, overcoats were worn, and 
marchiug, as it always does, with notable precision, 
it made a very gallant aad soldierlv appearance. 

The litb, nine companies, looked better than 
might have been anticipated, in view of its recent 
domestic difficulties. Still its fronts were far from 
smooth and the marching was uneven. Neither were 
distances properly preserved. 

The 9th, with 10 companies, cannot fairly be criti- 
cised, as battaliou movements iu its armory have 
been prohibited as unsafe. [be marching was de- 
cidedly poor, but the general appearance of the 
men was good, and under tbe circumstances the re- 
giment deserves much credit. The company fronts 
were, however, very short, as a rule. 

The 12th, under Lieut.-Col. Dowd, looked remark- 
ably well, and with the 7th and 22d, divided the 
hovors for the 1st Brigade. [ts10 companies showed 
full ranksand moved and marched ina manner that 
showed efficient work in camp and in the armory.

Col. Austen has 
Treason to be yery proud of the appearance of his 
command and of the results of the earnest work 
Which be and bis officers have given to the redemp- 
tion of this fineregiment from a deciciedly poor con- 
diuon. Its marching and general appearance com- 
pared favorably with that of anything in the col- 
umn and was a genuine surprise to most critical ob- 
servers.

As usual, there were plenty of details open 
criticism, notably in the manner of salutes. it is 
not given toall who carry the sword, to ralute 
gracefully; but any one fit to be entrusted with that 
weapon should use it correctly, should koow at 
what distance from the reviewing officer be should 
salute, and just when to resume the carry. One 
commanding officer. beld his sabre at salute for 
nearly one hundred yards, while an uninstructed 
crowd applauded the prancing of bis horse. Sim- 
ilar faults, that in West Point parlance are called 
“gross”, were to be uoted in very many company 
commanders. 

But all in all, it was a fine parade, and a very 
handsome military pageant. The men almost with- 
out exception, marched well, vept their eyes to the 
froutand acted like soldiers. etwo cities may 
wen be proud of the present condition of these bri- 
gader. 


COMPANY DRILLS IN THE N, Y. GUARD. 


Co. D. 69th N. Y., Capt. Maurice Cox, assembled 
for drill on Tuesday Oct. 8th. The company had 
twenty-four files. After the company was formed 
and turned over to the Captain, it was drilled ia the 
manual of arms which wus fairly done. [0 the 
loading and firing, the guides fell beck at load in- 
stead of the first command. The Captain neglected 
to give the command fire by company; when the 
men are at ready and the command is given, carry 
arms, the men should half cock their pieces before 
coming to a carry, and wheu standing in single 
ravk, and the comwand is given as rear rank, left 
oblique, aim, the men should elevate their pieces 
at that command, and at the command load, after 
the fire, should bring their pieces back in the same 
manner; after the fire bas ceased, the officer 
should command posts before marching them off. 
The firing was well done. The company was put 
through the skirmish drill,and the fire advancing 
and retreating. and by the right flank was well 
done, and showed great improvement from last sea- 
sou. Efforts should be made for better attendance 
at drills. A company cannot be well drilled wheu 
ouly part of the company attend to their duties. 
All the movements were explained to the men be- 
fore they were executed. One of the most notice- 
able parts of the drill was that every mau bad bis 
uniform and brasses clean, and boots blacked and 
the entire company presented a neat appearance.

The armory being small a larve command 
cannot be drilled well, or mancuvred properly, and 
the officers and men could not learn as ouch as they 
could if the regiment was divided in fewer compa- 
nies at battalion drill, Suggestions, it is claimed, 
were made wey mys the latter regard, but they 
were ignored. But all this furnishes no excuse for 
filling the ears of the reporters with storiesto the 
disoredit of the regiment. If any officer is negligent 
of his duty let him be brought to account in the 
proper form. 





EFFICIENCY OF NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


AT the last annual inspections of the New Hamp- 
shire National Guard several innovations were in- 
truduced to test the general proficiency of officers 
and men. In some companies drills in the * set- 
tings-up"" were called for, to determine whether 
these exercises were wade a part of the regular 
work. Usually a fair degree of familiurity was 
showv with them. Another feature was the simul- 
taneous Gonaiieg of all the sergeants of a company 
to take command of squads of men for the purpose 
of determining their ability to instruct them prop- 
erly in the school of the soldier. Io a large major- 
ity of instances it was evident that such practice 
was unusual. Many sergeants had no fitness what- 
ever to teach, and it was really, savs Gen. Wheeler, 
the Inspector General, an imposition upon men to 
put them under such authority. It should be the 
custom to place all recruits under charge of ser- 
geants or corporals for all instruction in the school 
of the soldier necessary to fit them for creditable 
appearance and totelligeot work in the school of 
the company; but this requires competent von- 
cowmissioned officers—made efficient by diligent 
study—and captains thould insist upon reasonable 
proticiency on their part, und should firmly deotine 
to bestow a warrant upon anvone who is not quali- 
fied to perform such tuodamental duties. This 
would also lighten the duties of commissioned offi- 
cers, and at the same time serve to prepare men for 
promotion. This same iguorance is the cause of the 
worthlesaness of so large a number of file closers. If 
all corporals and sergeants, and officers as well, only 
realized the real satisfaction growing out of thecon- 
sciousness of pertect knowledge and execution of 
their proper daties there would soon be seen a rad- 
ically improved condition. Enthusiasm would take 
the place of carelessness, and 1otellgence that of 
ignorance. This is aophoable to the entire Guard, 
with few exceptions so far as the von-commiss:oned 
officers are conceruoed, and they would do well to 
bear these timely remarks in mind.

Location of th4 wounds 
of the 99.566 men: 10,013 in the head; 1,700 in the 
neck; 9,460 in the back or chest ; 3.366 in the abdo- 
men; 32 in the arms or shoulders; 39.811 in the 
legs; 2,909 in places not indicated. Of 49,624 
wounded, 39,054 were by infantry balls (7.629 dieu); 
2,676 by artullery projectiles (565 died) ; 6,777 by pro- 
jectiles pot indicated (1,152 died); 104 by sabre cuts 
(12 died); 273 bv bayonet and point wounds (8 died); 
890 by blows, kicks from berses, etc. (17 died); 118 
indirectly by projectiles (4 died); 192 by falls from 
horses, etc. (8 died); and 40 by burning (1 died).

To agreat ex- 
tent, therefore, the fortunes of another war between 
France and Germany would be dependent on the is- 
sues of the huge cavalry encounters which are eure 
to inaugurate such a campaign, and it is for this rea- 
son tbat. during the late manceuvres, so much care 
was devoted to the task of bandling huge masses of 
mounted men—a task which. ia the opinion of all who 
saw it essayed, was magnificently performed. 

Nor did the Infantry seem to have attained a low- 
er standard in the execution of their special func- 
tions, chief of which is power of rapid and long 
continued marching. It is incontestable that some 
of the battles of 1870. Mars-la-Tour, for example, 
and even Sedan, would have been French victories 
but for the marching and weight carrying capacity 
of the Germans; and in this respect there appears 
to be anything but a falling off intheir power. This 
was clearly observable when, on one day aftera 
long spell of manceuvering over a soft and sandy 
soil, with heavy packs on their backs and mighty 
little in their stomachs, the Guards marched past 
the Emperor with a springing step and a blithesome 
air which they could scarcely have surpassed at a 
Berlin review on the Templehof Common. [n all our 
peregrinations over the area of fighting we only 
saw one man fall out, or rather down, from fatigue. 
One great point of interest with thevereiga ob- 
server was to watch how the m ne rifle was 
handled, out, indeed, it was difficult to detect that 
the troops were armed with such a weapon at all.

Only in one case did | see magazine fire delivered, 
and then, too, inet cavalry, Nor do the Ger- 
mans seem to believe much in the superior efficac 
of volley firing, to judge from the infrequency wit 
which this method of delivering fire was practiced.
